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roccer in Australia has a proud 

record in the way it is able to 

provide anyone, of whatever 
background, with an outlet for their 
sporting participation. 

As pale ave entered the land, 
of opportunity, they have been able 
to enjoy the round ball game as they 
wished. Initially, this was often in 
schoo! playgrounds, but equally 
amongst adults. 

In the 1880s, thousands of people 
came from Britain because of the 
mining industry’s*growth, and its 
concomitant demand. for labour. 
Association football was already 
running in an organised fashion in 
England and Scotland, The Welsh 
later participated in England's 
Southern League. 

Therefore, it was only natural for 


these obi to’ play the game in 
their new home. The game wasn't 
confined to the major cities either. 
Evidence abounds of fine trophies 
being made from silver, mined in the 
‘Land Down Under’. 

The precious metal was smelted in 
its native land, but sent to England to 
be made into presentation cups by 
expert silversmiths. Surprisingly, the 
work was mainly carried out in 
Birmingham, This thriving industrial 
area had artisans who could turn raw 
metal into magnificent trophies. This 
was such a contrast to the heavy 
engineering and un ind mining 
for which England's second city was 
renowned. 

Italians arrived and made their way 
to Queensland, setting up, amongst 
others, the sugar cane businesses. 
Hence the enduring strength of 
Soccer in those areas, Frank Farina 
and Steve Corica (Secceroos in the 
last ten years), have Italian lineage, 
and both are from Far North 
Queensland. 

The British continued to"be the 
feeding stock for Soccer until the post 
World War Two period, when 
European migration boomed as 
Australia went into“a “populate or 
perish’ mode.

arcelona lifted the Cup Winners 

Cup for a record fourth time in 

Rotterdam on Wednesday 
evening to put an end to Paris Saint 
Germain’s dreams of becoming the 
first club ever to retain the trophy. 

In a hard-fought but ultimately 
uninspiring encounter, Barca triumphed 
with a first-half penalty converted by 
FIFA world footballer of the year, 
Ronaldo. 

‘That proved just enough to secure the 
Catalan club its eighth win in European 
competitions. The world’s biggest club 
also won the European Cup in 1992 and 
the old Pairs Cup, which later became the 
UEFA Cup, three times. 

Its previous Cup Winners Cup 
victories came in 1979, 1982 and 1989.

Tt was a sweet moment for Barcelona 
coach and former England boss Bobby 
Robson, who has been under intense 
pressure to deliver silverware since taking 
over from Dutch legend Johan Cruyff last 
summer. 

This was in fact Robson’s second Euro 
‘triumph, as he was manager of Ipswich 
when they took the UEFA Cup in 1981. 

Barca had to do without the services of 
French defender Laurent Blanc, suffering 
from 2 groin strain, leaving Robson to 
plump for a central defensive partnership 
of Fernando Couto and Abelardo. 

Skipper Gica Popescu, formerly of 
‘Tottenham Hotspur and substituted at half 
time by Guillermo Amor, received the 
cup from UEFA president Lennart 
Johansson. 

Having survived a brief spell of PSG 
pressure, Barca took the lead in the 37th 
minute from the penalty spot. 

Ironically it was Bruno Ngotty, the 
French side’s goalscoring hero of last 
year’s final against Rapid Vienna, who 
conceded the spotkick, bringing down the 
irrepressible Ronaldo, as the Brazilian 
striker flew into the area, 

Ronaldo, who had missed from the 
spot in the previous weekend’s win over 
Real, promptly drilled the ball into the 
back of the net past PSG keeper Bernard 
Lama to the delight of the Catalan 
contingent in the 45,000 crowd. 

Barca’s Portuguese midfielder Luis 
Figo, star of the crucial league win over 
title favourites Real Madrid, had earlier 
shot just wide of Lama’s left-hand post. 

PSG stepped up the tempo after the 
break and Patrice Loko had an excellent 
chance to equalise after an hour. 

Although his low effort beat 
Barcelona's Portuguese keeper Vitor 
Baia, the ball bounced agonisingly 
against the base of the far post before 
falling to Brazilian midfielder Leonardo, 
who lashed the rebound over. Benoit 
Cauet had earlier forced Baia into a fine 
save with a fierce drive from the edge of 
the box. 

The Parisians were still having 
difficulty controlling the ubiquitous threat 
of Ronaldo, and Paul Le Guen received a 
yellow card 51 minutes in for fouling the 
explosive attacker, whose long-term 
future at Barca remains uncertain. 
Although if he does move it will be for at 
leats $60 million! 

Having soaked up another spell of 


next month’s four-team tournament in 
France and Copa America in Bolivia. 

Juninho, whose English side Middlesbrough 
has lost the battle against relegation from the 
top league, was not among the foreign-based 
players named by Zagallo last week for the two 
competitions and a friendly away to Norway on 
May 31. 

His omission means that, for the time being 
at least, Juninho appears to have lost his battle 
with Palmeiras midfielder Djalminha, whom 
Zagallo confirmed would be included when the 
Brazil based players are officially picked next 
week. 

‘The two players are seen in Brazil as direct 
rivals for one of the two attacking midfield 
places, with Leonardo of French club 

Paris St Germain and Giovanni of Spain’s 

Barcelona fighting for the other. Both Leonardo 
and Giovanni are included. 
“This doesn’t mean that he is not an 
excellent player,” Zagallo said of Juninho. “He 
is not out of contention for future selections. 
This is my option for these competitions. Time 
will provide the final answer for the World 
Cup.” Juninho has been a regular fixture in both 
the full and Olympic teams since 1995, 

He hinted strongly that last Saturday’s 
English FA Cup Final against Chelsea at 
Wembley will be his last game for 
Middlesbrough. 

“[have to think of my career and see what is 
best for me,” he said. “What's most important 
for me is to be in the Brazil squad. And to be in 
the Brazil squad you have to play in good 
teams. 

Zagallo, who is building a side to defend the 
World Cup in France next year, said he wanted 
to see how the extremely gifted but volatile 
Djalminha fared against European opposition.

Cruzeiro of Brazil, have 
qualified for the quarter finals of the 
37th Libertadores Cup, the major club 
championship in South America. 

Uruguayan champion Penarol, 
Peruvian champion Sporting Cristal and 
Racing Club of Argentina also qualified. 
It is the first time since 1988 that a 
Uruguayan club has made it to the quarter 
finals. 

Sporting Cristal caused the biggest 

of the competition when they beat 
Velez Sarsfield of Argentina by the odd 
goal The Peruvians, with a goal from 
midfielder Jose Soto, shocked the 
yentines. 

Racing Club caused another surprise 
when they defeated defending champions 
River Plate on penalties after a 3-3 draw. 

River is facing difficult times since the 


departure of brilliant attacking midfielder 
‘Ariel Ortega, sold to Valencia. The flair 
and style of the Argentine champions 
dropped considerably, losing two matches 
in a row against Estudiantes of La Plata 5- 
{ at home, and Colon 4-1 away. 

Cruzeiro after a dramatic end against 
Ecuadorean champion Nacional, defeated 
the visitors 5-3 in a penalty shoot out. 

‘The Ecuadoreans beat Cruzeiro 1-0 in 
Quito while the Brazilians defeated 
Nacional 2-1 at home. 


In another second round match, 
Universidad Catolica of Chile thrashed 
Bolivian runner-up Oriente Petrolero 5-1. 
Catolica won the first leg 4-0 with four 
goals from former Argentine interational 
striker Alberto Acosta. 

In the second leg, Argentine attacking 
midfielder David Bisconti netted four 
goals while Cate added the fifth for the 
Chileans. Striker Raul Mederos pulled

Th had been a feeling of resentment 


In December 1914, the formation of a 
‘Footballer’ Battalion’ was instituted, 
officially known as the 17th Service 
Battalion of the Middlesex Regiment. In 
command was Lt Col Fenwick and his 
second in command was Major Buckly. 

This unit had many recruiting drives, for 
example, Major Buckley was paraded 
before the Millwall-Bolton cup tie in 1915. 
Additionally, the unit marched from 
Hackney Station to the Clapton Orient 
ground with six Orient players on parade, 

During off duty hours behind the lines, 
the team from this unit swept all before 
them in football matches played. It was to 
lead to a second ‘footballers battalion’ being 
formed in 1915. 

After just one season it was becoming 
harder to run the league. Teams were losing 
players, Croydon Common, of the Southern 
League, had already lost twelve players, and 
with the introduction of the Registration Act 
coming into force in 1915, it was 
announced that matches were to be played 
on Saturday only. 

The League was abandoned and teams 
were divided between Lancashire and 
Midland, with no official points to be 
awarded, although the Press continued this 
tradition. No medals, no cups or similar 
awards were allowed. 

Five League clubs joined the Southern 
league teams to form the London 
Combination — with all leagues having a 
principal tournament and a subsiduary, after 
the completion of the major competition. 

In 1914, St Johnstone was one of the first 
clubs to pull out of any league, although the 
Scottish leagues continued throughout the 
war years, minus the cup competition. 

Despite the abandonment of the league, 
Stoke caused controversy by leaving the 
Southern League for the Football League 
without proper notice. They were fined 

3500. 


All footballers were expected to take up 
‘proper jobs’ to help the war effort. Early on, 
they also received match payments only, 
coming from gate takings (players were 
often paid in coppers and sixpences from 
the tunstiles). 

In June 1915, all Associations from the 
home nations met for the very first time. In 
April, it was decided to cancel summer 
wages and all but the Scottish League 
decided to stop paying players altogether. 
The Scottish wage was one pound a week 
plus another pound for each week at the 
end of the season, where funds allowed. As 
for the gate money in 1915-16, it was 
pooled, however a season later this was also 
abandoned, with 1% to go to the league for 
management and five percent to go to 
charity. Visiting teams received 20% of the 
gate receipts that remained, 

Likewise, in 1917 it was decided that 
matches and competitions played in benefit 
of the War Fund and Charity could have 
cups and medals awarded, provided they 
were not bought with the gate receipts of 
the game. 


The Lancashire League was won by 
Manchester City in 1916, Liverpool being 
victorious a year later with Stoke and 
Everton taking out the Principal Tournament 
in 1918 and 1919. 

The Midland League saw Nottingham 
Forest win in 1916/17 and 1918/19 with the 
two years in between, Leeds City were 
victors. In 1917/8 and 1918/19, the two 
winners of the leagues met each other to be 
declared ‘unofficial’ League Champions, 
Leeds City defeated Stoke 2-1 on fe 
and the following year repeated their win 
when defeating Everton 1-0. London was to 
see Chelsea, West Ham, Chelsea and 
Brentford as the wartime winners. 

Lack of players was a problem and the 
system of guest players was used. Blackburn 
Rovers used 95 players in their 36 matche 
programme of 1916-17. Hearts had to use 
many guests as they had supplied the 
nucleus of a whole battalion for the Royal 
Scots. This led to many teams living frugally, 
and in 1917, Croydon Common actually 
went into liquidation. 

On 28 November 1916, Hartlepool had 
problems. The previous evening, a German 
Zeppelin had dropped two bombs on the 
Grandstand at the Victoria Ground, 
something Axis bombers would repeat 
during World War Two. 

In Scotland, Celtic won the 1916 title by 
eleven points from Rangers and retained it 
in 1917..1918 saw the positions reversed 
with Rangers on top when pipping Celtic by 
‘one point, That result was again reveresed 
in 1919 as Celtic took the title by a solitary 
point from their great Glasgow rivals when 
on the final day, 21st April 1919, Rangers 
won their last game 4-0 and hoped Celtic 
would draw with Airdrie. Celtic were not to 
be denied though and won the match 3-0. 

In conclusion, some notes on the efforts 
of footballers during the Great War of 1914- 
18. One of the first to join the Footballers 
Battalion was a Richard McFadden of 
Clapton Orient. He reached the rank of 
Company Sergeant Major and was awarded 
the Military Medal for gallantry before being 
killed in 1916. 

Many of the Hearts players lost their lives 
when ghting with the Royal Scots. Major 
Frank Buckley was wounded in the lung and 
shoulder in 1916. 

Temporary 2nd Lieutenant Donald 
Simpson Bell of the Green Howards 
received a posthumous Victoria Cross 
awarded for “most conspicuous bravery’ 
after he captured a German machine gun 
position almost single handedly on the 
Somme. 

Five days after this act, Second Lieutenant 
Bell was killed whilst leading another 
charge over the top. A tragic end for the pre- 
war Bradford City full back. 

There were also some bizarre moments 
during the war. The East Surreys had kicked 
a football along the to the German trenches 
in the great advance of 1916 and the ball 
was retained as a regimental trophy. 

On Christmas morning 1914, a football 
was produced from behind the German 
lines, and during a temporary armistice, 
hundreds of opposing troops participated in 
a Lancashire versus Saxon Regiment game. 
Lancashire were the victors of this 
impromptu game.

“nursery clubs’ was all about and 
why, in all probability, it is an 
inevitable necessity. 

GF Without assistance, the 
smaller sides will suffer even 
greater hardship in the coming 
years as the Premier League and 
Division One widen the gulf 
between them and the rest. 

Not so? Talk of the Premier 
League Division Two, with the 
teams now in Di ion One 
breaking away from the football 
League, are not so much a 
whispered rumour these days. 
Should this happen, what price then 
the existence of Carlisle, Brighton, 
Millwall, Gillingham etc? 

FWho cares is one school of 
thought, but the far wider 
ramifications could reach 
catastrophic proportions in a very 
short space of time. 

The need would then be for 
the lower league sides to split into 


the old format of North and South 
divisions and that would have to be 
seen as a retrograde step for many 
reason, the least of which is how to 
define the promotion/relegation 
issues, should they still exist. 
‘Players from the larger sister 
club could move freely between the 
top flight and lower league 
matches, dependent upon the 
requirements of the “larger” of 
course. If a player were suspended 
‘or coming back from injury, he 
could regain match fitness from the 
latter but would the former be 
allowed to see out a suspension by 
playing for the nursery side. They 
are after all, governed by two 
differing footballing bodies - 
Football Association and Football

+ Sth advantages are many but 


so too are the pitfalls, some of 
which we’ ve already looked at. 
FOn the plus side, the safety of 
the smaller clubs would be 
guaranteed by the influx of cash 
invested by their host, it wouldn't 


be right for a nursery side to be 
bea as it reflects badly on 
the larger body. 

‘That brings the suggestion of 
whether the smaller side could 
purchase their own players or

Would supporters of 
clubs involved in nurseries begin to 
take a more active interest in their 
larger, more dominant partner 
rather than their own little comer of 
the world. Could it sound the death 
Knell of lower division life’?
